ANTI-RIVER BLINDNESS PROGRAM COMMITTEES MEET IN UPPER VOLTA 
ABLOL3L2 Paria AFP in French 1138 GMT 10 Jun 80 


[Text] Ouagadougou, 10 June (AFP)--The fourth joint seasion of the national 
committees of the program for the fight againat river blindness in the Volta 
River basin opened today in Ouagadougou under the chairmanship of Prime 
Minteter Dr [sesoufou Joseph Conombo, Benin, Ivory Coast, Chana, Guinea, 
Upper Volta, Mali, Niger, Togo, the World Bank, the United Nations Develop-~ 
ment Program and the World Health Organization are represented at the 
conference, 


In hie opening address, the Upper Voltan miniater of health and social 
affairs, Mr Tinga Douamba, said that this fourth session will determine 
the situation and discuss tuture prospects after 6 years of fighting 
against river blindness. After explaining that ae far as entomology is 
concerned, the firet phase of the program made it possible to cover about 
800,000 square kilometers, the minister said that tor 80 percent of this 
area, the results achieved are in conformity with the criteria laid down 
by the consultative scientific and technical committee composed of 1? of 
the most eminent specialists of the international scientific community. 


In most of the Liberated zones, said the minister, these excellent results 
have been maintained now for 2 years or more and river blindness can no 
longer be considered an obstacle to development, As far as epidemics are 
concerned, the spread of river blindness decreased from 10 to 20 percent 

in all the villages during the second phase of the program, The task now 
will be to consolidate the results achieved, improve control in the remain- 
ing 20 percent of the area and maintain the status quo in all the other 
areas, added Mr Douamba, 


The Upper Voltan health minister also announced that the next ~eeting of 
the program's joint committee will be held in Yamoussoukro at the end of 
1980 when the interim report of the commission on long term prospects will 
be presented, The meeting is expected to end on 12 June,

A Press release from the 
high commission said there 
were far fetched and grossly 
out of proportion reports on 
cases of cholera. A few report. 
ed cases were in isolated areas 
of the country where health 
authorities had taken mea- 
sures to contain the situation. 


ZANA reports: the Mini 
stry of Health has started 
cholera immunisation at some 
schools in Lusaka while health 
education in secondary and 
primary schools is being 
intensified. 

Minister of State for Health, 
Mr John Mwondela said 
although there were no new 
cases of cholera in Lusaka, the 
exercise would go on as @ 
preventive measure.

HEALTH UNDERSECRETARY EVALUATES STATE OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
Buenvs Aires CONVICCION in Spanish 18 Apr 80 p 8 


(Text| "Very few provinces have achieved such positive results as San Luis in 
the battle against infant mortality," declared Dr Daniel Maillie, the under- 
secretary of health medicine of the nation, in the capital of that province, 
He also stated: "The public health program in our country is good, and the 
indexes on [Infant mortality are the lowest in South America." The official 
made these comments after a meeting with the governor of San Luis, Brig (ret) 
Hugo Marcillese, and the provincial minister of social welfare, engineer Juan 
Jose de la Canal. 


Maillie announced that maternal mortality throughout the country declined 
from 3.4 per 1,000 in 1974 to 0.5 per 1,000 in 1979, He added that the sta- 
tus of health in Argentina is very good, resembling that in the developed 
countries, and that "the endemias are definitely on the decline." He stressed: 
"Tuberculosis has ceased to be a scourge;" while intensive work is under way 
to combat leprosy in the northern party of the country, where "it is thought 
that there are over 30,000 victims," although the cases have decreased thanks 
to the use of vaccines. "Measles among children between the ages of 6 months 
and 3 years has dropped to zero," whereas, although there are still focuses 
of rabies in Greater Buenos Aires and Mendoza, "from 4,530 cases reported in 
1976, there was a reduction to only 400 cases last year." 


He claimed that, on the other hand, there was, indeed, concern over the in- 
crease in venereal diseases: "It is a worldwide problem (he explained), but 
our country has been especially affected owing to the social behavior of the 
youth. We have let down our guard in the area of prevention and hygiene, as 
a result of the advent of new drugs. So, it has become difficult to exercise 
constant control, since many of the victims are given private treatment, 
whereas in the past it was given in state-owned hospitals." 


Finally, Dr Maillie reported that steps are being taken to include health edu- 
cation as a subject in the intermediate schools, with a program that will in- 
clude social education on venereal diseases, alcoholism, traffic accidents 

and cancer.

REMOTE AREA RESIDENTS COMPLAIN OF LACK OF MEDICAL CARE 
huenos Aires CLARIN in Spanish 28 Apr 80 p 26 


(Excerpts] "We do not have good medical service; there is only one telephone 
for the entire population, « d the transportation Lines do not run at night. 
Besides this, there are pre .as with light, gas and paving. We are a neg- 
lected locality." This comment was made by Luis Alberto Roveda, a resident 
of Benavidez, in the Tigre district. Together with other residents he voiced 
his complaints about the irregularities borne by the aforementioned locality. 
The reason for each complaint was gradually forthcoming. 


Telephones 


The office of the Telephone Cooperat » is located at Tucuman and Roca, There 
is a public telephone there. Norma H. Je Paz remarked: "This is the only 
means that we have for communicating with ‘e capital. There is usually a 
delay of 1 hour, if not longer. There usec be another one in a store, 

but it disappeared overnight. When we w°:t .o communicate with the capital, 
the telephone operator has to ask for a line to Escobar, and if there is an 
accommodation, we can communicate with Buenos Aires then." 


She continued: "We are virtually incommunicado, and there is no idea about 
solving this. Bear in mind that we number about 30,000 inhabitants in Bena- 
videz, and there is only one telephone." 


A visit to the telephone office made it possible to obtain evidence from a 
user. "You can't imagine the time that we waste when we come here to talk 

on the telephone. We spend at least an hour waiting, and if the call is ur- 
gent we suffer terribly. They say that there are 98 subscribers in all of 
Benavidez, but I don't know any of them. And it seems that the same thing 
holds true for many people. The 3 minutes cost 1,500 pesos. And, to make 
things worse, it is only open from 0800 to 1200 hours, and from 1500 to 1900 
hours. So, if anyone needs to talk outside of that schedule it is impossible.” 








lransportation 


Another ineonventence that the residents of Benavidez have to suffer is the 
stoppage of mass transportation service during the night-time schedule, Luis 
Alberto Roveda declared: "We have two mass transportation lines here, and 
there ia no service at night. They consist of the No 15, which goes to the 
capital, and the No 721, which runs as far as Tigre. Both stop running at 
2200 hours, and do not go into service again until 0400 hours. During that 
intervai, one has to travel as beat he can: by bicycle, cart or horse, The 
only other way of reaching the capital is the railroad, and you know how the 
trains run nowadays,” 


He continued: "I 'ave lived here for years, and some improvement has been evi- 
dent, but we are still very backward. A great deal would have to be done to 
enable us to say that we are surrounded by sufficient facilities to cope with 


any emergency,"

PUBLIC HEALTH STATION DOCTOR DENIES DEFICTLENCTIES 
Buenos Aires CLARIN in Spanish 28 Apr 80 p 26 


Text] A confused situation has cropped up in the statements that have been 
made concerning the rendering of medical services at the No | primary mdical 
treatment unit in Benavidez, The local residents based their complaint on 
the lack of continuity in the care provided by the unit's physicians, Norma 
H. de Paz commented: “We have often gone to the health unit, and found no one 
there. I brought my son with hepatitis, and when | needed a doctor in the 
examining room there was no one there. I had to carry him in my arms to the 
station, and take him to the capital by train. There were many other cases 
like mine. The absences are usually noted at night. Sonetimes you knock and 
knock, and no one comes out,” 


Response 


At the health unit, CLARIN conversed with the physician on duty, Dr Victor 
Neves, who was unaware of the irregularities that were reported. He claimed: 
"There is someone on duty all day in that office. Both my colleagues and | 
are on duty 24 hours. We treac about 30 persons per day and, on the contrary, 
we have never received any complaints. This office covers all of Benavidez, 
and we would be committing a wrongdoing if we did not remain on duty. A few 
days ago, the superintendent was here, and he was satisfied with the work 

that we are doing in the office. I don't know where that complaint could 

have originated.”

IMPROVED SANITARY CONDITIONS REDUCE INFANT DEATH RATE 
Buenos Aires LA OPINION in Spaniah 11 May 80 p 8 


[Text] Formosa=--The gradual decline in the infant mortality rate has been a 
result of the implementation of new sanitation activity in Formosa, 


The present rate of 45 per 1,000 affords confirmation of that decline, but 
even more so when one considers the fact that, in 1970, the figure amounted 
to nearly 65 per 1,000, 


Appearing among the main causes of death are enteritis and other diarrheal 
diseases which, at the beginning of 1976, caused WO percent of the fatalities, 
but which have now dropped to 15 percent thereof, 


Other pathologies related to the population's economic and social problems 
have also appeared, such as avitaminosis and similar nutritional deficiencies, 
the figures on which have declined from 4 to 2 percent during the past 3 years. 


Added to all those cited are the diseases associated with inadequate monitor- 
ing of pregnancy, delivery and the post-natal period, wherein the number of 
fatalities in 1975, amouting to 9.8 percent, has now declined to 6 percent. 


But one of the most significant facts is the absence of cases of infantile 
paralysis since 1976, after the 18 recorded in 1975. 


In this regard, there has been an obvious effect from the massive inoculation 
plans carried out annually, with oral Sabin vaccine, which in 1979 made it 
possible to cover a population of nearly 25,000 children between the ages of 
one and three years. 


In addition to the campaigns of immunization and preventive medicine, and 
those of a priority nature related to the motherhood and childhood programs, 
other projects have been carried out which have contributed to the gradual 
reduction in the percentages of infant mortality. 


In this connection, mention should be made of the outfitting of the Pediatric 
Hospital, with an in-patient capacity of 60 beds, which will eventually be 90; 
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because ite conversion inte 4 hospital for Mothers and children ta under way, 
the ime lustion of the Maternity and newborn service in the Central Nospital; 
and the increased complexity of the treatment centers in the interior, to 
provide complete care for the child population, 


The sulfletent and abundant supplies of medicines and remedies have made it 
possible to cope with 100 percent of the emergencies, something which has 
benefited trom the assignment of 60 health professionals, including doctors, 
dentiate and biochemiate, In the latter ina@tance, the work has been car- 
ried out in complete clinical analysia laboratories purchased by the provin: 
‘ial government and established in atrategic towns in the interior, which 
previously lacked thie vital service entirely, 


Uther activities fostering a reduction in infant mortality are relate to the 
conatruction of 10 drinking water plants and 15 reduced services, and the 
initiation of sanitation programs aimed at eliminating sewage, 


both the expectant mother and the child have benefited from the powdered 
whole milk supply provided free of charge at the province's treatment centers, 
thereby insuring proper levela of nutrition; and the medical inspection and 
coverage of the vaccination plane have been facilitated,

Mr Young 
said that the last case of typhoid in WA had been isolated in January and 
there were usually three or four cases notified each year.

HEALTH CAMPAIGN TO CONTROL INSECTS, RODENTS ADVANCES 
Yaounde CAMEROON [TRIBUNE in French 19 Apr 80 p 5 


[Text] Mosquitos and rodents of all sorts, with the epidemic diseases 
associated with them, are curses which plague the citizens of towns. 

Within the framework of ite activities, the housing department of the office 
of the mayor of Yaounde organized an insect elimination campaign beginning 
on 7 January 1980 in the urban perimeter of the city. This campaign will 
end this coming 15 May in the Yaounde IV district. For the time being 
three administrative unite in the capital have already been visited by the 
hygiene technicians from the mayor's office: Yaounde I, Yaounde II and 
Yaounde III, 


The campaign is being pursued by 30 persons distributed in 4 teams of 7 
persons each. Each team is directed by a chief. A team includes five 
operators and two mixers. The task of the operators is to spread the 
manufactured product in the places indicated by the team chiefs, while the 
mixers prepare the product. The work is basically done in the early- 
morning hours and by neighborhood, on the basis of a schedule established 
by the head of the district being visited. 


In the campaign against insects, the hygiene department has to date used 
such well-known products as Baygon, Vaponin, Baytex and Peridur. Several 
years ago, moreover, WHO departments began distributing DDT free of charge. 


Despite the transportation difficulties due to the decrepit condition of the 
material equipment they use, the employees of the hygiene department are 
carrying out their duties honorably. From time to time, a member of a team 
operating now in the Nkolndongo zone says, we encounter some resistance 
from the townsmen, but very often the work proceeds without incident. Re- 
sistance is often due to failure to understand on the part of som: people 
who suddenly decide that the product smells bad and makes too muh mess." 
"But in the long run,” we were aleo told by an official of the hygiene 
department of the mayor's office, "these same people who resisted come to 
our offices to ask for our services again."

On the part of the town inhabitanta who benefit from this vast campaign 

of insect control, real enthusiasm is evident, In other worda the campaign 
ia welcomed by the urban population which has asked for it, after a certain 
period during which malaria reappeared among adolescents and some other 
diseases of varying origina were alao reported, In the past, such campaigna, 
of which there have been none for 8 years, were an annual practice, 

Mr Andre Mebenga, head of the hygiene department in the office of the mayor 
of Yaounde, explained that the practice was revived for a number of reasons: 
the urgent demands from the urban inhabitants, the activities of his depart- 
ment and the reporta of the WHO and the Cameroonian Mintatry of Public 
Health, These two latter bodies noted a very substantial resurgence of 
milaria cases in children in the capital and requested that the campaign be 
carried out as speedily as possible.

ORAL CHOLERA VACCINE=-Lucknow, April 12.--An oral vaccine for cholera is 

in the offing says UNI. Research carried out at the Central Drug Research 
Institute here have confirmed that oral vaccine, prepared from live cholera 
bacteria produces "sure immunity" against cholera and is effective longer 
than the conventional one made from killed bacteria. Dr B.S. Srivastava, 
scientist in charge of the immunology section of the CDRI, who is working 
on the project, said the new strain had been developed through conjugation 
between a fast-growing adhesive strain and a slower strain with low adhe- 
siveness. It produced immmunity in rabbits for a longer duration, compared 
to the common vaccine.

GOITER SUFFERERS--About 12 million Indonesians suffer from endemic goiter, 
and 10 percent among them reach the critical stage. So stated the Director 
General of the Miscellaneous Industries Branch of the Ministry of Industry, 
Dr K, Hadinoto, speaking at the ceremony of signing a contract for the iodi- 
nigation of salt, between PN Garam and salt farmers of Aceh last Thursday 
(3 April). According to the Director General, the matter of endemic goiter 
disease is a national problem which must be solved jointly, not only by the 
government, but also by the private sector and society in general. He re- 
minded every member of the conmunity always to use iodized salt in order to 
prevent goiter disease.

VD AND RABIES INCREASE--The head of the West Sumatra regional office of the 
Ministry of Health, Dr. H. Rafki Ismail, warned the community that at present 
persons suffering from veneral disease and rabies were increasing in number, 
compared with cases a year ago. He recalled that the cause of venereal. 
disease was not yet known [sic], while rabies (mad dog disease) was increasing 
because of the number of people who like to hunt wild pig and who are associ- 
ated in the Wild Pig Hunters' Association (PBB). He said that victims of dog 
bites are to be found in nearly all of West Sumatra. In 1979-1980 1,690 per- 
sons were bitten by dogs, and 54 of them were given vaccines. Four of those 
suffering from rabies died. Regarding figures for those suffering veneral 
disease, the head of the regional office of the Ministry of Health was not 
prepared to provide them.

DENGUE FEVER--As many as 16 out of the 25 villages in the administrative area 
of the city of Kupang at present are affected with DEF (Dengue Hemogic Fever), 
with a total of 101 persons affected, one of whom has died. This was the 
report of a SINAR HARAPAN source in the Health Service of the Regency of 
Kupang. A joint meeting between the Health Service of the Province of East 
Nusa Tenggara, the Health Service of the Regency of Kupang, and the Health 
Service of the Armed Services was held on Monday, 31 March, to discuss effec- 
tive measures of protection to prevent the spread of the fever. According to 
the SINAR HARAPAN source who also attended the joint meeting on Monday 

(31 March], the old practice of only spraying in a radius of 100 meters from 
the home of the fever victim, as has been done upto now, clearly is not suf- 
ficient to protect against the spread of the fever. The development of the 
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ligease has been from one sufferer in one village (: e Pura) in september of 
last year to 101 sufferers in 16 villages at present. A strategy of prevent- 
ing dengue fever in Kupang was discussed at the joint meeting, at which mass 
preventive measures were decided on, to be carried out in the near future in 
the entire eity of Kupang. No less than 17,000 houses will sprayed with the 
betance "pate" (it will be sprayed on water storage containers to kill the 
Aedes Aegypti mosquito larvae). The principal difficulty, according to the 
source, is the shortage of funds; it ia est’mated that Rp 10 million or more 
will be required, in addition to the insecticide "Malathion” and the pesti 
‘ide “Abate” to kill the mosquito larvae, At present there are only 200 
liters of Malathion, 250 kg of Abate, and four spraying machines available, 
Needed immediately are 1,000 liters of Malathion, 2,000 ke of Abate, and 44 
spraying machines. According to the results of a survey in the city of 
Aupang, in the rainy season, out of 100 houses the mosquito index reaches 
O-90 percent.

PROGRESS CLAIMED IN DIAGNOSTIC TECHNIQUES FOR PNEUMONIA 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 14 Mar 80 p 2 


[Text] The Institute of Pediatrics of the Chinese Academy of Medical 
Sciences and the Biological Medical Product Examination Laboratory of 
the Ministry of Public Health has successfully eatablished an overall 
practical laboratory diagnostic technique for human mycoplasmal pneumonia. 


Mycoplasma is a kind of specific pathogenic microorganiam in between the 
bacteria and the virus. This microorganiem not only causes atypical pneu- 
monia, but also more than 10 other diseases, such as: influeaza, bronchi- 
tis, pleurisy, meningoencephalitis, myocarditis, hemolytic anemia, and so 
forth. It is the etiology of infectious diseases rather frequently seen 
in children and adolescents. For the diseases caused by this kind of 
etiology, there has not been any method of laboratory diagnostics in 

China in the past. A certain blindness existed, and research in the field 
of epidemiology and its prevention could not be pursued. 


At the Institute of Pediatrics of the Chinese Academy of Medical Sciences 
and the Biological Medical Product Examination Laboratory of the Ministry 
of Public Health, the scientific staff carried out a systematic investiga- 
tion on isolation culture techniques, identification methods and serologi- 
cal diagnostic methods, through the biological characteristics and growth 
factors of the mycoplasma. They succeeded in the research of microbiologi- 
cal and immunological laboratory diagnostic techniques through experimental 
studies of clinically suspicious cases. They successfully isolated the 
etiology from patients of atypical pneumonia and developed simple, speci- 
fic laboratory diagnostic methods such as growth inhibition tests, metabol- 
iam inhibition tests, passive hemagglutination tests, and so forth. They 
achieved a new breakthrough in clinical diagnosis ard epidemiological 
research. Recently, they again isolated mycoplasma in a child suffering 
severe hemolytic anemia and discovered a serum antibody, leading to the 
discovery of its etiology and making a correct diagnosis as well as pro- 
viding reliable evidence for treatment.

NEW BREAKTHROUGH IN TREATMENT OF TRICHINOSIS REPORTED

(Text) Yuan Hongjin [5913 7703 6930], deputy director, Public Health 
Diagnostic Research Laboratory, Shandong Medical College, Liberation Army, 
has achtevéed a new breakthrough in the prevention, diagnosis and treatment 
of trichinosis, providing a theoretical foundation and a more efficient 
method, through hie investigation of more than 10 years. The investiga- 
tion was awarded the Achievement Award Second Class judged by the General 
Logistics Department. 


Trichinosis is a parasitic disease involving both humans and animals. 
Man or animals acquire the infection and the disease by eating trichina- 
infected meat or food contaminated with trichina. The major symptoms in 
human trichinosis are high fever, edema of the face and extremities, 
general muscle pain, severe movement impediment, marked hypersensitivity 
reaction, respiratory difficulty, cardiac failure, and so forth. The 
course of this disease is chronic and long, and its fatality relatively 
high. It is epidemic throughout the world. The importance attached to 
research and prevention of trichinosis is international. However, for 
many years the life cycle, especially the cyst formation, morphological 
structure and dying process of the trichina, have not been completely 
understood. The infectivity and visibility of the larvae of trichina had 
not been made clear, therefore there was no effective method for preven- 
tion, diagnosis and treatment. 


Yuan Hongjin began to investigate the life cycle of trichina in 1963. 
Through hundreds of tests and observations, he has ascertained that the 
cyst of trichina consists of an inner and an outer layer. The thick 
inner layer is composed of myoblasts with hyaline degeneration. The thin 
outer layer is surrounded by connective tissue, formed after organizing 
inflammatory cell infiltration. According to past references, the shape 
of the trichina cyst is a simple oval or circle. Through his invest iga- 
tion, Yuan Hongjin discovered that the cyst of the trichina has a cyst 
corn on each side of the ovoid shaped shell of the cyst; after the 
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formation of the cyat, they are found among the neighboring muscle cella; 
further teats made the organization of dying process of the trichina 
clear, These discoveries provided a theoretical foundation for the teat, 
identification and diagnosia of typical and atypical trichinoasis, 


Scholars both at home and abroad recognize that trichina has infectivity 
after the formation of the cyst. Through many animal experiments, Yuan 
Hong jin proved that trichina hae infectivity 21 daya after the infection, 
while the cyat formation takes 45 to 50 daya after the infection. This 
discovery provided an important foundation for the prevention of the 
trichinosis, In the past in China, for the diagnosis of human trichinosia, 
a amall piece of muscle was removed from the patient's calf muscle or del- 
told muscle for microscopic examination of a compression preparation, a 
very painful experience for the patient. Yuan Hongjin appited a slide 

test of sediments of circulating larvae in the serum, without taking out 

a plece of muscle, thereby reducing pain for the patient and providing an 
exact diagnosis. Thiabendazole showed better therapeutic effect in trichi- 
nosis, although its pharmacological side effect was said to be severe. 

Yuan Hongjin proceeded with animal experiments using thie drug and proved 
that it ie safe, reliable and has less side effects. He has also used 

this drug in the treatment of patients and obtained remarkable therapeu- 
tic effect.

HUNDREDS TREATED IN POLIO DRIVE--Salisbury parents responded well to the ap- 
peal for children to be immunised against polio as municipal health depart- 
ment clinics were kept busy yesterday. Mre Hillary Spencer, superintendent 
health visitor with the department, said: "The Queen Elizabeth children's 
clinic in Kings Creacent and most of the larger clinics throughout Salis- 
bury have been inundated with calls from the public asking about the im- 
munisation.” Parente and children began filtering through the clinics from 
10 a.m. but most arrived in the afternoon. The public response was stirred 
by an article in THE HERALD which quoted a City Health Department spokesman 
as saying a child had been admitted to hospital with paralytic polio. It was 
the first euch case reported in Salisbury for a long time. The child, now in 
Wilkins Infectious Diseases hospital, was not immunised and the department 
appealed to parents to ensure their children were fully protected. A total of 
97 children were immunised against polio at the QE Children's Clinic, 119 
visited Mabelreign and 554 were attended to in Harare.

"The campaign is under way to offer polio vaccine to all unimmunised grade 
one children in high density government schools," said Mre Spencer. “That is, 
the children who missed their boosters at 18 months and 5 years old."

[Text] Yesterday, the Federal Police and the Secretariat of Agriculture and 
Livestock of the Nation released an extensive joint communique on the case 

of adulteration of foot and mouth disease vaccine, a deception that was thwart- 
ed before it could cause countless material damage on the market, 


The communique states: "The effective action by the personnel from the Fraud 
and Swindle Division made it possible to eliminate within a matter of hours 
the organization planned 6 months ago which, if it had been successful, would 
have inundated the livestock market with adulterated vaccine." 


The investigation led to the search of the container storage place located at 
5767 Manuela Pedraza and, after a series of probes, it was found that the 
maneuver was being carried out through the Biological Industries Inc firm, 
of the Kahl and Co, Ltd group of business firms. Using the services of rep- 
resentatives of that firm in the interior part of the country, adulterated 
vaccine had been marketed over nearly all the national territory. The commu- 
nique continues: "When the radius of activity had been located and the modus 
operandi discovered, a quarantine was imposed on that vaccine. Nearly all of 
it was recovered and those who had purchased it in good faith were located." 


The investigation continued, and the site was found where tax stamps and la- 
bels for packages of vaccine of well-known brands were being forged. The 
print shops were located at 558 Finocchieto and 524/32 Priovano, where those 
responsible worked by night to evade an investigation. In other locations, 
such as a storeroom at 1754 Zabala, sixth floor, apartment B, and at 3347 
Blanco Encalada, unused containers also to be employed for the forging man- 
euver were discovered. 


In those operations, seven of those implicated in the maneuver were arrested, 
while Carlos Guillermo Fernandez Halper, president of Biological Industries, 
Inc; Jorge Frozio, or Jorge Bonano, a doctor of biological sciences; and 
Hector Enrique Pendola, the latter's brother-in-law, remained at large.

whereas: The provisions of Article 117 pertaining to Paragraph b of 
Article 105 of the constitution of the republic empowers the Executive 
Committee of the Provincial Assembly of the people's government to adopt 
resolutions and issue provisions in the periods between sessions of said 
assembly, with binding authority in the jurisdiction in which it governs; 


Whereas: According to the provisions of Article 102 of the constitution 
of the republic in its Paragraph 2, the local assemblies of the people's 
government also contribute to the development of the activities and the 
fulfillment of the plans of the units established in their territories 
which are not subordinate to them; and 


Whereas: In recent week: the existence of African swine fever in the 
province of Guantanamo has been confirmed, it becomes necessary to re- 
double vigilance and to implement the emergency provisions for which the 
national program for the prevention of exotic diseases in swine herds 
provides; 


Therefore: In the exercise of the authority conferred upon it by law, the 
Provincial Executive Committee of the people's government resolves that: 


First: Im accordance with the above, a health alert status is declared, 
and command posts are established in the province and municipalities, to be 
headed by the presidents of the executive committees of the people's 
government and made up of representatives of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
the swine enterprise, the Institute of General Medicine, the Ministry of 
the Interior, the Public Health Office, the CDR [Committees for the Defense 
of the Revolution], the ANAP [National Association of Small Farmers], and 
the civil defense bodies, on their various levels, to provide the support 
necessary to guarantee implementation of the measures and provisions 
adopted. 





Second: The provincial command post and the provincial command posts will 
direct each body on their level in the drafting of a plan based on the 
measures set forth in the national program, in which the tasks to be im- 
plemented by each office, enterprise and budget-supported unit will be 
established. This will be done within a period of no more than 48 hours, 


Third: The civil defense bodies and the transportation, public health and 
communal offices will carry out the measures ordered in this connection by 
the Institute of Veterinary Medicine, with a view to the prevention of 
penetration of our province by African swine fever, cooperating with the 
veterinary service in the activity of inspecting foodstuffs at slaughter- 
houses, packing and cold storage plants, and directing the ulation as 
to the measures to be carried out. 


Fourth: While the alert status is in effect, the movement of swine to the 
slaughterhouses must be approved by the provincial command post, and this 
authorization is limited to the territory of the province. These transfers 
will require submitting a certificate. to the health control authorities, 
for which purpose control points will be established for the inspection of 
individuals transporting pork, whether from one municipality to another or 
to other provinces in the country. 


Also, the proper directives will be promulgated to set forth measures guaran- 
teeing the processing of liquid fodder. 


Fifth: The delivery of partly cooked food from workers' and school dining 
rooms, tourist and restaurant establishments to private individuals or 
enterprises having self-consumption areas for raising hogs is categorically 
prohibited. Such deliveries will only be made to the swine enterprises, 
which will establish the conditions necessary to implement the provisions 
of this resolution, in addition to maintaining or establishing the agree- 
ments required in these cases. 


Sixth: The public health and communal offices, on the basis of the pro- 
visions of Decree Law No 27, will continue to work to eliminate swine-breeding 
establishments in the urban and suburban areas and will report daily on the 
results of this activity to the municipal command posts. 


Seventh: Because there are in our province educational institutions at 
which students from other provinces are enrolled, each command post will 
confiscate foodstuffs derived from swine which families visiting these 
educational centers may bring with them, particularly in the municipalities 
of Sandino, La Palma and Pinar del Rio, while at the same time checking on 
the entry of such foodstuffs through the respective control points at the 
port of La Coloma and the city airport for Pinar del Rio. 


Eighth: The hog-breeding units in state bodies and political and mass 
organizations for the purpose of self-consumption which do not implement 
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the measures for protection againat epizootic disease will be deactivated 
by 30 March of this year.

UNREPORTED RABLES CASES--An urgent appeal has been directed to farmers in 
the Okahandja district to report suspected cases of rabies. This disease 
which started some years ago in that district wae initially only encountered 
in the west, but is now being experienced more and more in the east, even 
as far as Hochfeld, Mr Archie Norval, Okahandja's veterinary surgeon said 
that fewer farmers were reporting cases of rabies--ae Little as 10 percent-- 
and he felt that this gave a distorted picture of the situation. If inei- 
dents of rabies were not reported it could lead to the whole issue becoming 
uncontrollable and this in turn could lead to irreparable damage being done 
to the game. He pointed out that rabies had to be reported by law. There 
wae an inherent danger that the uncontrolled apread of this disease could 
cause 4 loss in trophy hunting, a considerable source of income in this area,

When it was 
realised that one infected dog could produce one million eggs a week ca- 
pable of infecting farm animals for up to two years the immensity of the 
problem could be realised, he said. Infected dogs were a danger to both 
other animals and people and every precaution should be taken to avoid 
the spread of the parasites, which not only caused human misery and death 
but also were a serious threat to the country's exports. Mr Walker said

RABIES FOUND ONLY ON SVALBARD SO FAR

[Excerpts] Rabies has broken out on Svalbard, We should be glad that 
it didn't break out earlier, Rabies or hydrophobia has been found in 

both eastern and western Polar areas, The disease may be transmitted 

by Polar foxes. This fox follows Polar bears around and lives off of 

the leftovers after the bears have finished eating. 


Ordinarily a country is declared rabies-infested when the disease 
appears inside that country's borders. But even though we have sover- 
eignty over Svalbard Norway is not regarded as a rabies area. There is 
a ban on taking animals from Svalbard into Norway. Aside from that no 
special restrictions have been introduced. Animals in Norway do not 
have to be vaccinated against rabies. The only exception is for ani- 
mals being sent to countries where vaccination is required, It is still 
permissible to take animals to Sweden and Finland and bring them home 
again as long as a valid veterinary certificate is presented. Exports 
of animals to other lands can continue as they have in the past. In 
such cases one must follow the rules established by the authorities of 
the country in question. Embassies can provide information on this. 
But these animals cannot return to Norway without permission from Nor- 
wegian veterinary authorities and a quarantine period will be required. 
Taking a dog or a cat along on a vacation trip to Denmark will not be 
possible. 


Rabies has never been found in animals in Norway. If the disease comes 
here it will be a catastrophe. It would be impossible to eradicate 
with our large wild animal population. We should be glad that our 
veterinary authorities have set very strict rules for importing animals 
and have made sure the rules were being enforced. 


The biggest danger confronting us involves smuggled animals. Don't try 
to bring back to Norway a sweet little puppy or a darling kitten. Last 
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year, unfortunately, we had several cases of smuggling. The reaction 
was drastic, The animals were destroyed or expelled and there are fines 


of at least 5000 kroner, The attorney-general is now being asked to 
increase this fine considerably, 


Lf anyone suspects that an animal has been smuggled into Norway it 
should be an obvious duty to report this to the police or closest dis- 
trict veterinarian, There are probably many pec le who don't think it's 
so bad to sneak past customs with a bottle or two, But smuggling ani- 
mals is a serious crime, No one should feel like an informer for help- 
ing to keep Norway safe from rabies,

HOG EPLDEMIC BREAKS OUT, PREVENTION URGED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 12 Apr 80 p 3 
[Article by Bui Anh (Hanoi): "Hog Epidemic Must Be Quenched" | 


(Text) A hog epidemic has broken out in Thach That District (Hanoi). 
Many villages have cut up meat from dead hogs and sold it at the market. 
The district has started an inspection to provide vaccinations for the 
hogs which were not vaccinated last time. The district has prohibited 
the slaughter of epidemic-stricken hogs, ordered food shops to tempo- 
rarily discontinue the sale of pork and forbidden the hasty sale of 
diseased hogs and the hog exchange between collective livestock farms 
and cooperative members' households as well as among the cooperatives 
themselves. Thach That considers the struggle against the hog epidemic 
to be a central task and is concentrating its steering efforts on quickly 
quenching the epidemic and protecting the remaining hog herd. 


However, many areas are still neglecting the prevention and control of hog 
epidemics; worse still, some villages which received vaccines a year ago 
simply put them aside in a cupboard instead of using them. The local 
administration has issued permits to cooperative members to freely buy 
breeding hogs which had not previously been inspected by the veterinary 
sector. Since the hog epidemic was not earnestly stopped at the onset, 
it has been allowed to rapidly spread and to badly affect the animal 
husbandry movement. The hog epidemic is still dragging on in the village 
of Dinh Ke, Lang Giang District, Ha Bac (Province). Worst is the fact 
that the dead hogs’ meat is being sold and bought by many people at 
markets, in villages and hamlets and along roads! The veterinary service 
has not yet drawn up a vaccination plan; it did take action some time ago 
but did not obtain much result; therefore, the hog herd has dwindled 
rapidly. 


[t is suggested that the agricultural service and the veterinary organ 
properly guide the prevention and control of hog epidemics. Whenever an 
epidemic or disease breaks out at some place, it is necessary to immedi- 
ately send veterinary cadres there to zone off the area and to concentrate 
on giving vaccinations and detecting and eliminating hotbeds in order to 
protect the hog herd.

NEW TYPE PHEROMONE TRAP ENLISTED AGALNST BARK BEETLE 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 6 May 80 p 5 
[Article by Ingrid Furseth] 


[Text | The warm spring weather has already led the first bark beetles 
of the year to fall into traps set for them in lowlying areas of Ost- 
land, The big invasion can be expected any minute now, especially if 
temperatures rise above 20 degrees, At that temperature beetles crawl 
under the bark of spruce trees and lay their eggs. Professor Alf Bakke 
of the Norwegian Institute for Forestry Research has this advice for 
farmers: Forget grain crops for a while and think of your forests 
instead, 


The fact that so much attention was given to the forests last year has 
led to a feeling of being much better prepared to reduce the beetle 
nuisance than in the past. Some traps have already been set out but 
10 May could have been too late a date to set as the last chance to put 
out old and new traps. 


"Spring arrived earlier than it has for many years and there is no time 
to lose,” Professor Bakke stressed. “The traps should go out right 
away and be filled with active substances, otherwise a good deal of 
damage will be done." He went to Lardal in Vestfold yesterday to check 
on developments there. Lardal in Vestfold was chosen again this year 
as a research area for finding new methods of destroying the pesky 
beetles which caused the destruction of about 3.5 million cubic meters 
of spruce timber in the last 3 years. Forest owners have lost around 
350 million kroner because of this. 


Minus losses all 600,000 of last year's traps and 50,000 new ones will 
be set out. Some of the new traps have already been put out and the 
rest of them will be ready for delivery by Fjeldhammer Brug, Ltd. by 
the end of this week. 





The new trap design is based on experiences from last year and many 
improvements have been made, They were made at the request of Profes- 
sor Bakke, The diameter of the cylinder has been increased from 125 to 
160 mm and since it was learned last year that many beetles landed on 
the ground because they didn't have anything to land on at the base of 
the trap, a funnel has been added that extends 10 cm beyond the cylinder, 
Last year the base funnel had the same diameter as the cylinder, The 
new traps are constructed in such a way as to give the beetles more 
external assistance in landing, 


New guidelines have been issued this year and the main thing is to 
mount traps farther away from old spruce wood, There must be a minimum 
distance of 30 meters, The traps should also be placed in groups, not 
in rows. If traps are too close to old wood the beetles are easily 
attracted to it by the smell in the traps and this makes it easier for 
them to spread through the forest. Studies have also shown that clean- 
ing the traps is important, 


"The smell of dead beetles has a repelling effect and therefore the 
traps should be cleaned and supplied with new scent patches as soon as 
this is necessary,” Bakke said, 


The new traps also have a new type of container which is perforated, 
allowing air to circulate through them and reduce’ the smell of «ad 
beetles. 


Assistant director Oluf Aalde of the Ministry of Agriculture wished to 
make it clear to AFTENPOSTEN that the new traps in no way meant that 
those from last year were poor. 


"We have to investigate new methods at all times. The new traps are a 
step in the ongoing work to win the beetle war. We will probably never 
destroy the beetles altogether but we are well on the way to reducing 
the damage and gaining control over the situation so that we can pre- 
vent it from achieving epidemic proportions,” Aalde said.
